Those who are in the habit of talk- 
about the “good old times’! are often 
brought up with a sudden ‘start. For 
instance, the other day, the Winni- 
peg Free Press in its reproductions 
frem its file of 25 years ago reported 
235 deaths from smallpox in Monit 
teal during the previous weck and 
304 the week before. ‘Today the dis- 
case has practically no terror for us. 
Not long ago a writer the New York 
Sun remarked “What a beautiful 
city this was in 1864,” which brought 
about this highly interesting rejoind- 
er from a correspondent :— 

“As an an.old. timer I offer my 
dissent. It contained less than a mil- 
lion inhabitants, its streets were 4: 
bominably paved and improperly 
cleaned. The snow was never re- 
inoved. Its public markets were fil- 
thy and infested with rats, and onls 
about one in every te n of the stall 
kecpers of meats, mutter, cte, pros 
sessed an icebox, Its cars and stages 
were unheated, alled with foul straw, 
furnished with cushioned seats alive 
with vermitt. 

“It had no paid Fire Department, 
its police consisted of a lot-of de- 
crept‘ foreigners, the vilest corrup- 
tion prevailed in public office, tthe 
tax rate was higher than now and 
hundreds of houses on Greenwich, 
Water, Amity, Greene, Wooster, and 
other streets boldly proclaimed stheir 
character. by signs and inscriptions 
on door lamps. : 

“There was no Board of Health, 
and 1,400 people feil victims ito chol- 
era’ in 1866. Smallpox epidemics oc 
curred each witter, and at least one 
out of every ten persons bore the 
Pittings of smallpox. Butchers 
slaughtered: undér: ‘their own. chosen 
conditions. ‘There was no Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
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mals or any for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, Juvenile delin 
quents were committed to prison in 
company with incorrigible criminals, 
Very few scientifically organised 
charities were in existence. 

“The restaurants, barber shops and 
liquor stores had sanded or sawdust 
floors, and all barkeepers were ruf- 
fians. The mass of people, neglected 
their teeth. Each office was warmed 
by a stove, the halls ito the buildings 
being obstructed by coal bins. We 
had no museums, art galleries, public 
libraries or kindred educational in- 
fitences, no good driving roads, and 
but three parks worthy of the name. 
With the exception of Wallack’s there 
was "not a well-appointed theatre in 
the city; they and all the public halls 
located over stores and lining Broad- 
way from Canal to. about Tenth 
street had no ventilation and were 
fre death traps. Coney Island was 
scarcely known. All the church ser- 
mons, preaching literal hell fire, 
were of about one and a half hours 
in endurance. No rational amuse- 
ment was to be had, and New York 
city of.1864 was dismal, dank, dark, 
and damnable.” 

Will the next half?century see sim- 
ilar progress?

Wife number 
two has arranged, or caused to be 
arranged, the finances of her husband 
se that the children-of.the first mar- 
riage are either cut off entirely, or 
any participation in the estate is left 
dependent on her death. Obviously 
an unscrupulous. woman could bring 
about shocking consequences if left, 
as she very often is, to her. own dé- 
vices in ¢he matter. 

It seems to me that there are so 
many cases where great injustice is 
done, that the law should be called ir 
te put such very far-reaching affairs 
out of a woman’s power to decide or 
adjudicate. Children, as well as wives, 
have rights to an estate. By their 
mother’s Jabor they have earned them. 
And I for one, would like fo see a bill 
introduced that would safeguard the 
one as well as the other.

sThe literary. woman: must not be 
confused with the woman writer who 
merely earns a living, writes Henry 
Labouchere. The literary woman 
says often and emphaticatically that 
she does not write for money, and 
only accepts cheques to prevent low- 
ering tthe standard of waves for what 
she calls the “wage-earning classes.” 
Nor does she write for the masses but 
for a select set of friends, who appre- 
ciate all. that she leaves to their im- 
agination in the hope of being appre- 
ciated themselves on similar occa- 
sions, 

I forgot to which male: relative the 
literary. woman, owes her literary ca- 


pacity. In any event a comfortable 
house, a comfortable. income, a 
French .cook, and an hereditary ac- 


quaintance with two editors are rea- 
sons enough for the publication two 
or three times a year of what Miss 
Seward would have called “gems 
from her pen.” 


The literary. woman takes her vo- 
cation very. seriously.. She talks of 
the present prostitution of. art, of 
the duty of every writer to write not 
to please or to earn money; but mere- 
ly ‘on the principle of art for art’s 
sake,

NO KINGLY ENTANGLEMENT. 


King George has been provoked at 
last into replying, through his sec- 
retary, to an oft-repeated tale that 
years ago his Majesty contracted a 
Morganatic marriage. “This out- 
rageous lie,” says the Lonodon cor- 
respondent of the Liverpool Cour- 
ier, “has obtained a long start, anid 
it is difficult to overtake, but it 14 
te be hoped that we have heard the 
last of it now that Sir Arthur Bigge 
has denied it in terms which admit 
of no possible misapprehension.” 

“You have my authority for stat- 
ing,” Sir Arthur says, “in whatever 
Manner you may think fit, that King 
George was never married, morgan- 
atically or otherwise, until July 6, 
1893, when, as Duke of York, he 
married Ptiricess Victoria Mary of. 
Teck, her present Majesty. Mor2- 
over, nothing in his Majesty's life 
could give ithe slightest ground for 
the conception of such a cruel and 
wicked lie.” 

In view of this definite statemeim, 
the action of a Sunday paper in of 
fering a reward of £1,000 “ to any 
p erson who can afford proof what. 
ever of the itruth of the story” 
will probably be withdrawn. The 
offer is somewhat open to miscon. 
struction, and when the editor made 
it he does not appear to have been in 
possession of Sir Arthur Bigge’s in- 
dignant refutation. It seems that 
Socialistic scandalmongers have been 
spreading the slander in the parks, 
and the journalistic reward was of- 
fered in order tto prevent further dis- 
gtaceful aspersions in public places. 

This is not the first time that the 
King’s integrity has been openly 
defended. A few months ago the 
Archbishop of York:described King 
George as a “man of regular, disci- 
plined, and abstemious life, and an 
example to every man,” while Dr. 
Moule, Bishop of Durham, denounc- 
ed the rutnors as “absolute fiction.”

While Disraeli was serving his 
time as clerk in a solicitor’s office, a 
lady client appeared one day, and told 
2 he had too much genius for the

place he was occupying. But, we are 
told, Disraeli did not marry the lady, 
and speaking of the incident himself 
he said: “We were good friends. She 
married a Devonshire gentleman, 
and was the mother of two general 
officers of whom we heard a good 
deal in tthe Zulu War of 1879, and 
whom I employed as a Minister! 
Such is lifel” added Disracli. 

Later on wé are told the story of 
Disraeli’s meeting with the lady who 
did actually become his wife, Mrs. 
Wyndham Lewis. His first impres- 
sion was that she was “a pretty lit- 
tle woman,” but “a flirt and a rattle, 
gifted with a volubility, I should 
think, unequalled, and of which I can 
convey no idea. She told me she 
liked ‘silent, melancholy men.’ 1 
answered ‘that I had no doubt of 
it” 

In connection with the biography 
we are given this estimate of Disraeli 
by Morley: 

“We do not forget that one who 
began his career by so much literary 
extravagance, yet, when he came to 
the great business of his life, the 
cieation and working of a powerful 
political party, showed himself cool, 
shrewd, patient, far-sighted, practical, 
full of tactical resource, a consum- 
trate master of ithe fatiguing art of 
managing men, and then too, th 
kind of men to whom he was, mot by 
race only, but by temperament and 
the deepest habits of his mind, a 
chartered alien.

The young Icelander, Stefansson, 
who has twice gone north from Ed- 
monton on scientific work, has been 
having a hard time of it on his secund 
txpedition. Last week R. W. Brock, 
director of the geological survey at 
Ottawa, received a letter written on 
April 26 last by Mr. Stefansson that 
had to be carried several hundred 
miles by an Eskimo on snowshoes 
from Cape Lyons to an eastern point 
in Alaska. Mr. Stefanson, had with 
him Lieut. Anderson, of the United 
Sates army, and five Eskimos. The 
party had a long series of  pri- 
vations to encounter during the win- 
ter. In his letter the writer tells of 
times when they had practically tho 
food except _skins and snowshoe 
thongs. For three weeks. steadily 
they lived on a diet of. deerskin, the 
Eskimos during that time eating up 
all the zoological specimens collected 
by the scientists. of the party. 
Throughout, however, they were able 
to retain their records and instru- 
ments. Dr. Anderson and two of the 
aborigines of the north had pneumo- 
nia, and ten dogs died from ‘the rigor- 
ous conditions. At the time Dr. Stef- 
ansson wrote the party was about to 
start for Coronation Gulf, about 200 
miles east of Cape Lyons. There was, 
he teported, no fufther fear of a 
shortage in the food supply, as gatne 
was plentiful. Still confronting the 
explorers, however, was the lack of 
dogs. Mr. Stefanssin has sent down 
some of his geological results. After 
three and a half years spent in the 
ice-bound regions he expects to re- 
turn in the fall of next year. The 
coming winter will be spent in the 
vicinity of Coronation Gulf.

Teaching: by example is a very-old 
principle in the world, for goud and 
for evil; and this is why we should 
be, as.a people, on the alert for good 
examples, in things social, as well as 
political, in ‘things educational, in 
things industrial; and in everything. 
in fact which makes for true prog: 
ress. . But it-is undeniable that we 
Canadians, of the older provinces iti 
any rate, are. conservatiy> in’ cw 
ways in these respects, and are s!ow 
to adopt. methods or muvements to 
which we have net’. been. accus- 
temed. During the last five or six 
yéars, for instance, there have been 
some-remarkable movements in sev- 
eral. of the western states for. the 
improvement of agricultural methods 
and which have resulted 
vastly to the wealth’ of the fazmers 
in those states. But the whole-soul- 
ed enthusiasm which - ‘has marked 
these movements, in which there was 
the ‘heartiest . co-operation between 
the state legislatures, the agricultur- 
al colleges, the railway companies 
and the farmers, is something, as yet- 
particularly western in its spirit. 
and hardly to be looked for in the 
more staid east. The ‘story of the 
latest of these movements is told in 
the November Technical World: Mag- 
azine, and if we cannot, in this part 
of the continent, reproduce its swing. 


jwe can, at least, appropriate, if we 


will, the principle that was taught. 
This time a great experiment, a ~co- 
operative experiment, was carried out 
in the state of Iowa, for, the purpose 
of showing, first, that every farmer 
can easily test his seed corn; next. 
that every farmer should do so, and. 
lastly, ‘that the seed so selected would 
vastly increase the corn production of 
the state without any increase in the 
acreage seeded. ‘The actual. results 
of this year’s experiments have not 
yet been determined, but tthe cam- 
paign proposed ‘in the spring looked 
forward to an increase of 100,000,000 
bushels, of a cash value of fifty mil- 
lion dolats. : 

~The campaign was ‘started by’ Pro- 
fessor Holden, of the Iowa State A- 
gricultural College. He ‘broadly plac- 
ed the bare arithmetic of tthe question 
before the people and asked tthe 210.- 
coo farmers.,cfthe state to tale the 
trouble, in the spring to test the seed 
corn before planting. The ttest was 3 
simple one. ‘Directions’ were. given 
for. the making of the germination 


box and-a system of numbering given 
so ‘that the kernels from the good 


ears could be distinguished from ithe 
‘dead’ ones. Six kernels from an ear 
was sufficient for a test, and a single 
kernel of the six failing to germinate 
condemned tthe whole ear. There are 
about a thousand kernels to an ear 
of corn, and tthis is where arithmetic 
comes in. In the past Iowa farmers 
have used ears which showed four or 
five kernels out-of six: tested com- 
ing out strong and vigorous in. the 
germination box. Yet one kernel

corn was injured by frost, and. it. was 
therefore necessary to know whether 
or not that which was saved for seed 
would © germinate. The simple. 
home-made germinating box told the 
story. ‘It was not left to ithe hazard 
of the year’s work to find, out the 
Proportion of poor seed to good seed. 
The great point about the farmers of 
fowa, Wisconsin, and a few other 
wide-awake and progressive agricul- 
tural communities seems to be tthat 
they are alive to the fact that science 
and scientific methods are really a 
help to them. . They have got past 
'the conception that scientific agricul- 
ture is mere “book-keeping.” It is 
not surprising, ‘therefore, that they 
are also the pioneers on this conti- 
ment in the establishing of consolidat- 
led ‘rural high schools in which science 
teaching plays an important part.

The 
campaign in Iowa this spring was to 
tise only such seed corn as ttested six 
kernels strong and vigorous out of 
every six tried.” It was a case of sim 
ple arithmetic, but it appealed 
with force to a great body of intelli- 
gent. farmers who had already been 
aroused in a general way to the im- 
portance of seed testing. The daily 
tiewspapers and tthe agticulttral pa- 
pers took it tip and ‘then the getieral 
tnanagets of five great railway lines 
heard of Professor Holden's remark, 
and ran special seed corr testing 
trains as.a result, traversing hun- 
dreds of miles of the Burlington, 
Rock Island, Milwaukee, Great West- 
ern and. North Western routes.’ It 
is estimated (that 50,000 farmers at- 
tended the seed testing demonstra- 
tions given in this way. 

The article in question gives other 
interesting details of the work that is 
being done in Iowa in the application 
of scientific principles to the chief 
agricultural product of the state.

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IN THE ATHLETIC WORLD. 
; (Continued.) 


The ability of an athlete to “come 
tack” after a number of years of ab- 
sence’ from sport im one of its 
branches thas been discussed over and 
over again since the famous “go” at 
Reno last July. The New York 
Medical Journal takes it up from the 
scientific side in a very interesting 
article. . 

“Whatever tle merits of the rumors 
of crookedness in the latest. pugilistic 
event may be,” says the man who 
writes it, “this much is certain, viz., 
that idleness, infractions of the laws 
of health, and the strain of training 
demanded and received their full and 
legitimate toll at the recent fight a* 
Reno. 

“*Youth will be served,’ and, while 
thirty-five is young enough for suc- 
cessful effort in most fields of human 
endeavor, the athlete of that age is 
already old. There have been, it is 
true, exceptions to the rule, Fitzsim- 
mons being a notable example. Fitz- 
simmons, in his prime, however was 
little less than a freak of nature—a 
biological sport. In all my experi- 
ence with athletics and athletes— 
a period so long that I would rather 
not reduce it to fgures—I have never 
met with a physique so remarkable 
as that of Fitzsimmons. He never 
was a Sandow, or in any sense a phe- 
nomenon, so iar as bulk of muscle 
and mere brute strength were con- 
cerned, but “he probably had more, 
Letter quality, and netter disciplined 
muscle where he most needed it in 
his somewhat strenuous specialty 
than any pugilist who ever entered 
the ring. Above all, he led a very 
regular life and conserved his physi- 
cal capital. His aynievements and 
the age at which he accomplished 
some of ¢hem are mo more to be taken 
as a criterion of average athletic ca- 
pacity than the achievements of the 
genius are to be accepted as the 
standard of human brain capacity 

“My Jate iriend, Edward Hanlan, 
king of the single sculls,-once said to 
me: “Dector, the professional a‘hh- 
lete finally lowers his colors, not, be- 
cause athlztes are continually grow- 
ing better, but because all athletes go 
back sooner or later. Age tells.” Mr. 
Hanlan’s statement should be accep- 
ted as a truism. We do not breed 
men for athletics and cannot expect 
a strain of blood which will develop 
better and better achletes. Improved 
methods, larger financial rewards, and 
greater popularity of certain forms of 
athletics tend’ to elevate both stand- 
ards and records, but the average ca- 
pacity for athletics remains practi- 
cally the same. Ife athlete comes 
te the fore, lays the best there is in 
him before the shrine, and holds his 
laurels until he starts on the tobog- 
gan slide for the land of “gone back.” 
His tritmphant successor travels the 
same road. There are record-break- 
ers, it is true, but they are few in 
number and do not disprove what I 
have .said.- _ Records, like rewards, 
stimulate athletic. endeavor, but. ap- 
paremly donot improve the average 
intrinsic capacity of athletes. 

“It was poetic justice that Jeffries, 
who had never before met in the ring 
a man who could fairly be classed as 
a match for him, should travel the 
same road as had the men whom he 
himself had hziped down the slide. 
Every “top notcher” whom he had 
ever whipped was well on his way to 
the dead lumber room of pugilism 
before Jeffries finished the work 
which Nature or self-maltreatment of 
his once spleniid physique, or both, 
had begun. In the same way an- 
other popular idol was smashed at 
Reno by a younger, stronger man 
and the public was compelled to iearn 
its lesson over again. 

“The athlete who does not get the 
best out of himself before the age of 
thirty is exceptioral. “There are just 
se many battles in a man,” aptly re- 
riarked a certain pugilist who chanced 
to be a patient of mine. This experi- 
enced critic might have added: “There 
are just so many sessions of training 
in a man.”

In 
all forms of these activities, the «ast 
majority. of operations have long 
been stereotyped, and need no un- 
usttal- expenditune of thought or ac- 
tivity of brain. 

For most of us there is little on- 
portunity to think; we live amid ithe 
ustial, and only the tanusual requires 
the exercise of the brain power 
whereby the sociaE philosopher mav 
know the reason for the popularity 
of brain games, ptzzles, detective 
stories, and other forms of artificial 
brain exercise. 


Poorly-Paid Brainy Men. 


The demand for brain power is 
therefore, limited, direotly bv — the 
scarcity of .the tiatistal, the emer- 
gency, in civilised life. When the 
novel situation arises, and brain power 
wer is. essential, capable men car 
command a morropdy price, but 
these occasions are tare itt propor- 
tion to the perfection of civilisation 
This wxplains tye tise of able mer 
during times of ¢oiivulsion, as in re- 
volutions of sociad catastrophes. 

Considering the Intrinsic value of 
their service, what classes ate more 
poorly paid than 4tathors, who are 
the critics and creatots of our ideals: 
editors, who sift frorn tthe crude tma- 
terial the ote that is valuable; the 
teachers of morals, whose work out- 
weighs in preservative power that of 
all the armies, navies, and police of 
the globe: the statesmen, who keen 
the nation’s honor and insure its per- 
manence; the plrysician who ‘make 
living possible unsder artificial ‘condi- 
tions imposed by civilisation} the po- 
ets, musicians, antists—the whole ar- 
tistic corps—who make life bearable 
by feeding the imagination,cultivat- 
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cultivation. 

More and more the world is com- 
ing to recognise the value of 
thoughts and ideals in -maintainine 
even the spirit that leads to material 
advancement; , and these thoughts 
and ideas are the manufactured pre- 


duct sof the brain-workers. Evten 
the veriest Gradgrind nowadays

The common demand is for ithe 
hard-headed business man in poli- 
tics. This demand is caused by a 
thickness of head in those who make 
it. The prevalent theory of dem- 
ocracy is that a man who may know 
Inothing of anything also necessarilv 
knows all about the science of gov- 
ernment; that business is the great- 
est qualification of a man to deal 
with all maters of legislaturt. 

I should say, rather, that a train- 
ing in business was the worst possi- 
ble qualification for public life; be- 
cause the ethics of business is love of 
money, whilst the ethic of politics is 
love of men. Therefore the two 
are in direct antithesis. The busi- 
ness man looks at questions in nar- 
row details, not abstractly nor in re- 
lation ito the well-being of the com- 
munity. Between these two concep- 
tions a great gulf is fixed. 

A man with the characteristics of 
a trader is not remarkable for that 
enlargement of mind which alone 
enables him to deal with questions 
in the abstract. Political problems 
deal with the lives of men, and de- 
mand for their solution an acquain- 
tance with the whole history of the 


race and an imagination to surmise 
the future.

By Dr. Andrew Macphail. t 
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of the United States affords the best 
illustration the world thas yet knowr 
of government by business men 
When Mr. Lorimer wanted a_ seat 
in the Senate he bought. it in the 
market, and a man who buys. the 
people will sell them again. ~ Wher 
the insurance companies of New 
York required: legislation in ttheir in- 
terests they bought it with money at 
current rates. When corporations 
feel the need of protection aginst 
their competitors they make contri- 
butions to campaign .funds. ~ Thev 
have even discovered:that. justice may 
be made a subjeot~ of barter, and 
they have entered the courts of law 
with money-bags in their hands 
The Athenians had a wise law. that 
anyone who interfered in the assem- 
blies of the people by the infamous 
practice of purchase, was punisha- 
ble by death. This application of 
business methods to politics, as Lock 
affirms, cuts up government .by the 
roots and_ poisons the very foun- 
tain of ‘public security. 

Public affairs are not so simple as 
they seem. Ignorance is only a lit- 
tle less dangerous than dishonesty 
Knowledge and wisdom are only 2 


little less necessary than probity and 
a nice sense of honor. Engagement

A university finds no difficulty:-in 
filling its chairs with men of fine per- 
sonal honor and high attainment, be- 
lcause the candidate has the assurance 
that his merits will be carefully: con- 
sidered, andthe struggle is not an ig- 
noble: one. . If ‘the people were to 
make a ‘candidature. attractive, they 
would find no difficulty in securing 
the best men in the community to 
serve them. 


For, in. truth, the business of ‘the 
legislator at his desk is much like 
that of the professor in his chair. Both 
are concerned about getting at the 
rights of the matter in hand, for the 
sheer’ pleasure which there is in the 
inquiry. What is most needed in all 
democratic communities is an assem- 
bly entirely composed of men who 
make politics a profession, as Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and Mr, Borden, men of 
leisure and of contemplative minds 
who are not especially concerned oth- 
erwise about making a living or at all 
about becoming rich. . 

For such: there are many induce- 
ments in Canada to enter public life. 
The future’ of the country lies open 
for the entrance of good or of evil. 
The possibilities of doing good are 
boundless and’ the ‘people are’ more 
ready than ever,to listen to an appeal 
to their interest: They are tired of 
the farce by which their candidates 
are chosen for them in some secret 
conclave. “35
